Abduction of Child De­ 
clared Caused by 
I ^explained 
Impulse. 


Mar del Plata March 2 < AP).—Ar­ 
gentina's baby kidnap-killing case 
was solved Monday night, police 
said. when a dull-eyed tramp con­ 
fessed the murder of Eugenia Per- 
eyra Iraolo, two years old.

Tile, Laid Right 
And Cared For, 
Lasts Long Time 


Two pieces of the original drain 
tile on the John Johnston farm near 
Geneva, New' York, have just been 
received by the extension agricultur­ 
al engineers at the Pennsylvania 
State college through the courtesy of 
the department of agricultural en­ 
gineering at Cornell university. These 
clay tile were imported from Scot­ 
land and w'ere the first drainage 
tile in the United States, in 1835, 
more than IOO years ago. 
The tile were carefully placed on I 
a good grade and drained into a J 
fit** outlet, so that the system has 
operated successfully ever since. In 
fact, Johnston said that he had nev- i 
er made any money farming the cold I 
wet land until he drained it. Much 
of the land in Pennsylvania is sim­ 
ilar to the Johnston farm, in that 
the wet areas are on springy hill­ 
sides or high fiats that new artifi­ 
cial drainage for good crop produc- 
ion. 
This is the time of the year when 
the careful farmer makes sure that 
his drains are working, says County 
Agent M. T. Hartman. Good drain­ 
age reduces heaving out of the crops 
over winter. 
If the spring is late, 
wet spots delay plowing and retard 
the com crop. 
There has been much good drain­ 
age work Installed in the state that 
has failed to function satisfactorily 
as long as it should because the out­ 
lets have been covered and no map 
or other record was left to aid the 
present farm operators in locating 
them. 
Several Instances ha vt appeared in 
the last few weeks of good land that 
is tending to revert to bog holes and 
swamp that had tile in it. The out­ 
let ditch had become partially filled 
in one case and a main was dis­ 
placed through being laid too shal­ 
lowly in another. A little mainten­ 
ance is all that is necessary to br big 
many systems back into full opera­ 
tion
